In the civil bill the plaintiff claimed a 
decree and order revoking and annulling the 
letters of administration of the personal 
estate of the deceased man, granted to the 
defendant on 26th April, 1927. He also 
claimed that probate of the deceased man’s 
wil], made and executed on the 18th August, 
1920, he granted to him as surviving 
executor. 

The principal grounds of the appeal were 
that the Circuit Court Judge misdirected 
himself in law and in fact in holding that 
the will was revoked hy the deceased man, 
no evidence of revocation having been given 
by or on behalf of the defendant; that he 
was wrong in allowing statements. questions. 
and inntendos against the plaintiff's charac- 
ter to be made on behalf of the defendant 
no evidence being offered in support of them ; 
and that the findings of the Circuit Court 
Judge were against the evidence and the 
weicht of evidence. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., and .Mr. Poole (in- 
structed by Mr. W. G. Armstrong) appeared 
for the appellant; and Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., 
and Mr. Moonan (instructed by Mr.-John J.

FOUND GUILTY ON TWO 
COUNTS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The hearing was resumed of the case 
against John McKimm, who was charged 
that, having intent to defraud, he omitted to 
enter several sums of money which he re- 
ceived on various dates between 1926 and 
1928 in the books of Messrs. McKimm and 
Company, Ltd., of which he was a director. 
There were also’ charges’ of making false 
entries In respect of a gum of £20 and a 
credit of £58 10s.. and of receiving and 
retaining sums of £17 17s. and £5. There 
were twenty-one counts in the indictment, to 
which the defendant pleaded not guilty. 

Judge Shannon gave his decision on the 
points raised by Mr. Wood, K.C. (for the 
defendant) on Tuesday evening. He said 
that he believed that it had been proved that 
the accused man had been a director of a 
public company at. the time mentioned in the 
indictment. At any rate, there was sufficient 
evidence of that to be put before the jury. 

A carrier for the firm of McKimm, Ltd., 
gave evidence of taking shirts from the 
factory to Mr. McKimm’s house. 

Mr. William J, Healy, of the firm of Healy, 
Anderson and Company, auditors, stated that 
they dealt with the books of Messrs. 
Mchimm, Ltd. He took stock in June, 1928, 
when Mr. McKimm, Mr. Macarley and as- 
sistants were present. Mr. McKimm told 
him that in the room downstairs there was a 
parcel under a work bench which was his 
(McKimm’s). and was not to be listed. 

John MecKimm, the prisoner, was then 
examined. He said that he had carried on a 
shirt-making business in Derry. That ‘busi- 
ness was now in .iquidation, and the factory 
had been transferred to Skerries. -In 1925 he 
became. a shareholder in the firm of Messrs. 
MecKimm, Ltd. From time to time some of 
the articles of the Derry factory were sent 
on to the Skerries factory. This all came 
marked “John McKimm,” not “ McKimm, 
Ltd."’ Some of these articles were in his 
home when the Guards came for him. The 
shirts which he sold to persons who gave 
evidence in this case were his.own property, 
having come from his factory. in. Derry. 

Mr. Wood—Did you put any money into 
your own pocket as the result of selling 
shirts helonging to the Skerries Company at. 
any time ?—Ne, I did not. 

Answering further questions, he said that 
he had advanced money - -of his own to 
McKimm, [td.. including’ a sum of £300. on 
the understanding that. he would get it back. 
He was satisfied that the company owed him 
money as the result of all the transactions. 
He had never ~ defrauded any person of a 
Single penny. 

This closed the case for the defence, and 
counsel then addressed the jury. 

COUNSEL AND JUDGES OF THE LAW. 

Mr. Wood, for the defendant, appealed to 
the jury, “or their own protection, for the 
protection of the citizens, and for the dignity 
of the State ’’ to exercise their prerogative 
and be judges of the law as well as of fact. 
He asked them to sav that the accused man 
had done lis best for the firm, and that, 
while there were irregularities and in: 
accur’ jes, he should never have been sub- 
ject to a criminal charge, but that, if they 
had difficulties, they could have been fought 
out in a civil action. 

Mr.- Kelly’ replied “for the State. 

Judge Shannon, summing up, said that he 
and he ; ‘ne was the judge of the law, 
contrary to what Mr. Wood had said. It 
was the duty of the jury to accept the judge’s 
ruling of the law, and to apply the facts as 
they found them. In stating that they were 
judges of the. law counsel for the accused 
man, he added, was entirely wrong. 

The jury were absent for an hour and forty 
minutes, They found the accused guilty on 
two counts of omitting to make two entries, 
and not guilty on the remaining counts.

NORTHERN CHALLENGE . TO

Speaking at a social re-union of co-operators 
at Bullinamallard (Co, Fermanagh), Professor 
R, H. Wilkinson, senior dairying inspector to 
the Northern Ministry of Agricultre,~ said 
that it had been frequently stated by people 
who should kuow better, that on account of 
the Dairy Produce Act in the Free State, 
the Free Stato creameries had been getting a 
higher price for their butter than creamernivs 
in Northern Ireland. He would like to take 
that opportunity of denying the statement, 
und would challenge any Free State creamery 
to say that it had obtained a higher, price 
than two of the Fermanagh creameries. hór 
instance, one of the largest creameries im tho 
Free State, situated close to the border, had 
only obtained fpr its butter last year 
lo6s. 10d. per cwt,; or 5s. 10d. less than the 
top price obtained by the Fermanagh 
creameries, and actually jess than the worst 
price obtained by the pourest creamery in 
Fermanagh. 

Referring to the new Marketing of Dairy 
Produce Act which comes into force on 
January 1 next, Mr. Wilkinson stated that 
it would not disturb the working of any 
creamery that was being carried on on up- 
to-date lines. He added that grass was the 
great mainstay of the fariners of Northern 
Ireland. The farmers’ difficulty was the need 
of capital, and to improve grass would not 
take much. It was a simple matter. It was 
known that fifty per cent. of the cows in 
Northern Ireland, under a proper system of 
feeding on grass, would yield 600 gallons of 
milk per annum. At present it was doubtful 
if they even yielded more than 400 gallons. 

SAFEGUARDING,

THE DUAL PURPOSE COW. 

Continuing, he said that some farmers Had 
criticised the Ministry for giving encourage- 
ment to the production of beef, and had 
pinned their faith on the development of 
milk-producing animals, and seemed to over- 
look their value for beef purposes. The beef 
and store cattle trade was, on the average 
of the four years from 1925 to 1928, worth 
£2,600,000, or almost equal to the production 
of milk and butter. The figures ran close 
together. The Ministry always had held the 
view that the dual-purpose cow was the most 
suitable for Northern Ireland farmers, and 
that both these trades—the beef cattle ‘and 
milking cattle—must be preserved.

When Christopher Farnan, Mountjoy 
square, of no occupation, was brought for: 
ward on remand charged with breaking into 
Leech’s public-house, 6 Dolphin’s Bain, on 
December 6th, 1929, and sieaing whiskey 
and other property to the value of £10, the 
Justice intimated that he had asked Mr. 
Clarke, of the Chief State Solicitor’s office, 
to appear for the prosecution, because he was 
‘rather astonished at what occurred in the 
course of the case.’’ 


SOURCE OF DOCUMENT. 

The case was conducted by Detective 
Sergeant J. Lynch, who, Mr. Cussen said, 
put, in as evidence a document which, in the 
interests of justice, he (the Justice) did not 
wish to describe, 

‘Sergeant Lynch took the document out 
of this court without my permission,” said 
Mr. Cussen, “- and, I am informed, produced 
it in another District Court, and left it there 
in another case. That, of course, was a great 
irregularity, and it must be explained to me, 
because such action is equivalent to contempt 
of court.” | 

It would be obvious to any lawyer, Mr. 
Cussen proceeded, that in such circumstances 
there was no corroboration of any kind. In 
his opinion, if the document had been 
sods 1 put in evidence, it might be go ga 
as corroborative, and it might be held by a 
trial judge to be corroborative; but there 
was no evidence on the last occasion that 
would justify. Sergeant Lynch's — that 
the case should be returned for trial, 

lt was wrong to take the document away, 
and it was wrong not .to give evidence to 
show where the document came from.

A FAMOUS. VISIT. 
(By “P.K H.L.”) 


NE of the most remarkable circum- | 
stances connected with the visit of 
Peter the Great to England was that it 
seems to have been entirely unpremedi- 
tated. Yet nothing exercised so potent a 
formative influence upon the mind of the 
imperial nation-builder and reformer as 
the experiences derived during his com. 
paratively brief residence in that country. 
When, an the year 1689, Peter the Great 
became sole Tsar of Muscovy, it was 
merely a vast oriental conglomeration, 
just beginning to emerge from the slough 
of barbarism, but still shackled by a 
monastic despotism, which permeated both 
family and national life. When he died 
in 1725 Muscovy had become the Empire 
of Russia, one of the mightiest of Western 
Powers. 
Eatly intercourse with foreigners in the 
“ German suburb’’ of Moscow had opened 
Peter's eyes to the inferiority of Muscovite 
civilisation. It became clear to him that 
the solution of the problem lay in the 
infiltration of western culture and 
enlightenment into the inert and isolated 
Muscovite mass. Muscovy was devoid of 
any corridor into Europe, whether by sea 
or land. owing to a combination of 
geographical and political causes. A 
powerful and efficient fleet, above all, and 
a large and well-disciplined army became 
desiderata of paramount importance.

INCOGNITO. 


It was while working incognito, as an 
ordi workman, in the dockjard at 
Zaandain, and incidentally surprising the 
Dutch by his energy and skill. as a ship- 
wricht, that Peter appears to have learned 
that naval archit and navigation 
had attained a far higher level in England 
than: ‘in Holland. He, therefore, made 
arrancements wiih King William for a 
visit to England, and a yacht, escorted 
by ships of war, under the command of 
Admiral Mitchell, left Helvoetsluys on 
January 18th, 1697, with Peter and his 
suite on board, and dropped anchor in the 
London docks on January 21st. Although 
no attempt was made to keep his rank 
secret. vet, at his own earnest request, 
he was treated merely as a private gentle- 
man. In those circumstances the Marquis 
of Carmarthen was appointed by Lord 
Shrewsbury, Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, to be personal attendant to the 
Tsar, and a strong bond of friendship was 
soon formed between them. | 

The imperial visitor spent about a month 
in London, where, according to the 
Postman and the Postbey, he was féted 
and entertained by the King and leading

dined with the King at Kensineton, went 
to the plavhouse, witnessed the revels at

others.” At one of those meetings he was 
so impressed with the preaching of a 
(Muaker that he observed to one of his 
followers that whoever could live according 
to such doctrines would be happy. 

Although usually living on terms of easy 
familiarity with his companions, upon 
certain occasions Peter appears to have 
behaved in an extraordinarily autocratic 
and despotic manner. On one occasion. 
during Service in a market place, it came 
on to rain suddenly, and Peter, having no 
wig or other covering on his head, 
snatched off the wig of one of his 
retinue and put it on his own head, 
leaving the other standing bare. 
headed beside him. A similar event 
happened at Danzig during his second 
visit to Holland vears later.

WORK AT DEPTFORD. 


One of Peter's chief delights at Dept- 
ford was to get into a small decked boat 
with his insepatable companion, Menzikoff 
(later the famous Prince Menzikoff), and 
three or four others of his suite, and work 
the vessel with them, himself at the helm. 
His object appears to have been to make 
himself proficient, so as to be able to 
teach his followers the art of commanding 
ships. After a day’s hard: work of this 


nature the whole party used to betake 


themselves to a publie-house in Tower 
street, néar Tower Hill, to smoke their 
pipes and drink beer and brandy. Peter's 
appetite, both for eating and drinking, 
appears to have been on a _ prodigious 
scale. We are told, for instance, that the 
tollowing bills of fare were provided for 
the Tsar and twelve of his companions at 
an inn in Godalming, where he was lodge] 
on his return from Portsmouth; for 
breakfast, half a sheep, a quarter of lamb, 
10 pullets, 12 chickens, seven dozen of 
eggs, with salad in proportion, all washed 
down with three quarts of brandy and six 
quarts of mulled wine; for dinner, five 
ribs of beef (weight three stone), one 
sheep (weight 56 pounds), three quarters 
of lamb, a shoulder and loin of veal boiled, 
eight pullets, eight rabbits, with two and 
a-half dozen bottles of sack and one dozen 
of claret. 

Greenwich Hospital, which he.could see 
from his window in Mr. Evelyn’s house, 
excited great admiration in Peter, and, 
until he had visited it and seen the 
pensioners in it, he assumed that it was 
one of the royal palaces. Asked by the 
King how he liked it, he replied: “HH I 
were the adviser of Your Majesty, I should 
counsel you to remove your Court to 
Greenwich and convert St. James s into a 
hospital.” As the Tsar’s visit was during 
term time at Westminster, he was brought 
to the Hall. Seeing numbers of persons 
in black gowns and flowing wigs. he in- 
quired who they were. Upon being in- 
formed that they were lawyers, he; »x- 
claimed: “ Lawyers! Why, I have only 
two in my whole dominions, and I behev? 
I shall hang one of them when I get 
home.” 


NAVAL MANCEUVRES. 


In order that he might see fleets in 
action, Peter was invited on board the 
Humber, the flagship of Admiral Mitche!], 
which, with other ships of the line, sailed 
out from Spithead for “ the presentation 
of a naval engagement.’’ which “ was ex- 
cellently performed before the Tsar of 
Muscovy.”’ So delighted was Peter with 
everything he saw that he told the 
Admiral that he considered the condition 
of an English admiral happier than that 
of Tsar of Russia. 

As an illustration of Peter’s dislike of 
sreat assemblies, the following story of 
his visit to the House of. Lords, after 
dinner with the King at Kensington, is 
amusing. In a note dealing with it the 
tlen lord Dartmouth wrote:—‘‘ He had 
a great dislike to being looked at, but had a 
mind to see the King in Parliament, in 
order to which he was placed in a gutter 
upon the house top, to peep in at the 
window. There he made so ridiculous a 
figure that neither the King nor people 
could forbear laughing, which obliged him 
to retire sooner than he had intended.”’ 

When taking leave of the King upon 
his departure from England Peter pre- 
sented him with a gigantic rough ruby 
which, according to experts at the time, 
was worth at least £10,000. He brought 
it with him in his waistcoat pocket and 
handed it te the King wrapped up in a 
piece of brown paper. His yenerosity 


| appears to have been as great as his 


simplicity, because he distributed no less 
than 120 guineas in tips amongst the 
King’s servants—-which, according to a 
Mr. Wanley, in a letter to Dr. Chalett, 
‘was more than they deserved, they being 
very rude to him.” 


BISHOP BURNET’S VIEW. 


As a result of a visit to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury at the Palace at Lambeth 
in the course of which Peter expressed a 
desire to see the different churches in the 
capital, Bishop Burnet was ordered to wait 
upon him for that purpose. The untutored 
and dynamic personality of the Tsar 
appears to have awakened in the worthy 
Bishop mixed sentiments of admiration, 
repngnance and fear. He says: “ After I 
had seen him often and had much con- 
versed with him, I could not but adore the 


providence of God that hath reared up 


cuch a furious man to so absolute an 
authority over so great a part of the 
world.” The Bishop appears to have 
cathered the impression that the Tsar did 
not seem disposed to mend matters, in the 
religious sphere, in Muscovy. 

The following incident, however, would 
seem to indicate that he had under- 
estimated the depths of Peter’s mind and 
his ruthless determination. Some of the 
principal merchants of London approached 
the Tsar, through Menzikoff, with a view 
to obtaining a concession for the importa- 
tion of tobacco into Muscovy, free of im- 
port duty. Peter consented to. grant* this 
for the sum of £15,000, with other con- 
ditions. When it. was pointed out to-him, 
however, that the priesthood, in their 
abhorrence of tobacco as an unclean thing, 
might resist its importation, he replied, 
“ When I return to my country, you will 
find that I shall make my priests preach 
and do what I please.

Legends of Tory Island. 


The island of Tory, where the $s. 
Wheatplain was wrecked, is famous ir 
Celtic mythology as the headquarters of 
the Fomorians, or Gods of Death, Night 
and Storm. Conann, the Fomorian King. 
lived in a tower on the island, and levied 
tribute on the whole of Ireland to the 
extent of two-thirds of the children born 
during the year, and two-thirds of the 
corn and milk produced. The tax was 
collected on the feast of Samhain 
(November 1st), when summer ends, and 
winter, the symbol of Death, begins. At 
a later period Balor of the Mighty Blows, 
a Fomorian monarch with one death- 
dealing eye in his forehead and another 
at the back of his head, also lived in a 
tower on the eastern corner of the islana. 
Fearing the prediction of a druid that he 
would be killed by his own grandson, 
Balor immured his only daughter, Ethnea, 
in his tower under a guard of matrons, 
who never allowed her to see or hold any 
communication with a man.

It was Balor’s covetousness, however. 
that eventually led to his undoing. A 
certain McKineely, who lived on the 
mainland, possessed a cow, the Glas 
(ravvien, that gave as much milk as three 
cows, and Balor stole this valuable 
animal and carried her off to Tory. In 
revenge, McKineely, with the aid of the 
fairies, invaded Balor’s tower dressed as 
a woman to delude the watchful matrons. 
Having revealed himself to the beautiful 
Ethnea, she accepted him as her lover, 
and kept him concealed in the tower. 
unti] Balor’s return from a huntinz 
expedition forced him to return to the 
mainland. Ethnea afterwards bore three 
children at a birth, one of which, the 
celebrated Lugh, survived Balor’s wrath, 
and joined his father.

The original druid’s prophecy 
was fulfiled, however, for Lugh eventually 
revenged his father by thrusting a hot 
iron through the evil eye of Balor of the

Rainy Belfast Days. 


Those of my friends who live in Belfast 
are continually outdoing me in complaints 
about the weather, and I am inclined to 
think that their saddest jeremiads are 
justified. I was interested to read in the 
most recent issue of the Ulster Year Book 
that, while the rainfall for Northern 
Ireland, as taken from readings at 
Armagh and Donaghadee, is given as 
29.44 inches and 33.99 inches in 1926 and 
1927 respectively, the normal rainfall for 
Belfast is given as 34.61 inches. Beside 
this are set the normal Dublin (Phenix 
Park) rainfall of 27.64 inches, and that 
of London (Greenwich), 23.5 inches. Wet 
days in Belfast are given as 231; in 
Dublin as 218; in London as 163 of the 
average year. Sunshine for Northern Ire- 
land, as read at Armagh, is 3.54 hours per 
day of 12.23 hours, and for the same day 
normal bright sunshine in Dublin is 4.13 
hours and in London 4.05 hours, Accord- 
ing to this Belfast, Dublin and London 
enjoy sunshine for 29, 34 and 33 per cent. 
of their respective days.

DUBLIN SHOW.

BEAUTIFUL BLOOMS 
AND PLANTS. 


———— 


The wet and cold weather of the past 
couple of; months was reflected in the guality 
and number of entries at the annual two-day 
Show of the Royal Horticultural and Arbori- 
cultural Society of Ireland, which opened 
yesterday in the Covered Court, St. Stephen s 
Green, Dublin. The effect was most marked 
in the daffodil and tulip section, in which 
the competition was not nearly so keen or so 
representative as last year. This, however, 
was the only department that was eas apt 
affected by the lateness of the season. In all 
other sections the exhibits in number and 
quality were well up to the average. 

The Alpine display was exceptionally good 
and drew increased competition Flowering 
plants in pots maie a very pleasing and 
attractive display, and the exhibits were well 
up to the average. Old favourites, such as 
primulas, polyanthus and violets, were a 
very strong section, there being considerable 
variety. The plants and blooms were gocd 
and very pleasing to the eye. . 

Amongst the grouped exhibits, the two 
outstanding features were tho President's 
(the Marquis of Headfort) collection of new 
snecies “-f rhododendrons, which were brought 
frcm China, Tibet and the Burmese frontier. 
They were grown at an altitude of from ten 
to twelve thousand feet, and some of the 
specimens are in flower for the first time. 
The collection includes some very handsome 
specimens of the popular shrub. Another 
attractive grouped exhibition was the exhibit 
of Messrs. Ramsay and Sons, and few passed 
into the hall without spending some time 
enjoying and inspecting this beautiful collec- 
fion of flowering and evergreen shrubs and 
floral decorations, for which this firm was 
awarded the gold medal.

the Show during the afternoon, and was 
received by Sir Frederick Moore (honorary 
secretary), Messrs. A. B. Montgomery and 
W Carruthers, members of the committee.

RETURNING FROM THE 
HOLY LAND. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
VATICAN CITY, Wednesday. 
The Pope received in audience fifty 
Irish pilgrims, who have returned from a 
visit to the Holy Land, under tha 
leadership of Monsignor Harty, Arch 
bishop of Cashel, and Monsignor Mulvany, 
Bishop of Meath. The students of the 
Irish College here, with their Vice-Rector, 
Monsignor Curran, were also present. 
The Pope, in a short address; welcomed 
the pilgrims back from Palestine, where, 
he said, they had received a blessing from 
the land in which the Redeemer had 
lived, To: this blessing he added his 
Apostolic Benediction, which he extended 
to the “‘dear students of the Irish 
College and to the memory of its late 
dear, good Rector, Monsignor Hagan.”’ 
The. Pope then presented to Monsignor 
Harty medals commemorating the Papa! 
Jubilee Year, and requested him to give 
one to each of the Irish pilgrims. i 


A TELEPHONE OF GOLD. 

A solid gold telephone for the Pope, 
ornamented with mother of pear] and the 
Papal coat of arms, will be a feature of 
the new telephone system of the Vatican 
City. Fresh plant is to be installed by 
an American company, as a gift to the 
Pontiff.

The plant will 
have its own wires outside the Vatican 
City, without having to pass through any 
exchange, thus making it entirely inde- 
pendent. When the alterations have been 
carried out the Papal State will rank first 
in the world from the point of view of the 
number of telephones, as compared with 
its inhabitants.

| So far as development was concerned, the

At the 
inquiry which would decide an application 
by any area for extension, representations 
by the city that the district in ee 
should be added to the city would carry 
considerable weight. 

With regard to the Mayor and Aldermen 
of the Coastal Borough the position was that 
there were different codes’ for boroughs and 
for urban districts, and the old code for 
boroughs gave the more satisfactory code of 
law to operate into a system which would 
carry out the work. 

Mr. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) said that 
to his mind it was ridiculous to have two 
bodies providing machinery for the upkeep 
of roads. To have the roads kept pee 
it would be necessary that Dun Laoghaire 
and Blackrock should be under the City 
Council. He believed that it would even be 
better to leave Dun Laoghaire and Blackrock 
as at present, giving power to the new Coun- 
cil to bring in these townships afterwards.

Free State Estimates. 

The final estimates for the financial 
year, 1930-1031, were issued by the Free 
State Government yesterday. From the 
taxpayer's point of view their main feature 
is an increase of more than £951,000 in 
expenditure. Supply. services will cost 
£21,782,928, as compared with £20,851,719 
last year, and the cost of the Central 
Fund will be £4,219,072, as against last 
year’s ‘£4,198,342. Of course, the figures 
for last year represent actual] expenditure, 


| while the estimates make allowance for 


}; various factors which never may operate. 
Thus, unless there is a spate of “ supple- 
mentaries’*® during. the next twelve 
| months, Mr. Blythe may be able to reduce 
his estimated costs by an appreciable 
amount, The revenue estimates also show 
ah increase, Tax revenue will produce 
"£20,551300 and non-tax revenue 
“$3,706,000, giving a total yield of 
£24,257,000, as compared with last year’s 
£24,172,639. Here again, however, the 
actual revenue at the end of the year may 
show a substantial improvement on the 
eátimates, Be this as it may, the fact 
rémains that Mr, Blythe’s estimates foro- 
shadow a ‘deficit of £1,765,000, It is un- 
likely that he will impose new taxes to 
bridge the gap.’ Provision is made for the 
borrowing of £5,586,000, as against last 
year's sum of. £5,387,733, The repayment 
of temporary borrowings will absorb 
£3,000,000, leaving Mr. Blythe with more 
than two and a-half millions for other 
purposes, It is very difficult to discover 
from these figures what sums the Minister 
proposes to charge against revenue, and 
what sums will be treated as “ abnormal,” 
or non-recurrent, expenditure, In his 
annual balance sheet, which was issued on 
March dist, Mr. Blythe gave his total ex- 
pendittire as £25,060,061, and his total 
revenue as £24,172,630. These two 
amounts were set one against the other, 
and the uninitiated student could not but 
conclude that there was a realised deficit 
of £877,422. It seems, however, that in 
some unexplained manner part of the ex- 
‘penditure was not “ properly chargeable 
against revenue,” although it actually was 
charged -against revenue in the balance 
sheet ; and the bewildered taxpayer is not 
quite sure now whether the year ended 
with a deficit or a surplus, We hope 
in future the “normal” and 
“ abnormal ” items on both sides of the 
account will be kept entirely separate. 
One thing is quite certain: the Free State 
cannot stand any more taxes, We admit 
that some useful. economies have been 
made, but the estimate of expenditure for 
the coming year is far too high. The 
little State cannot afford a Budget of 
£26,000,000, or anything like it. The 
spending departments must be checked. 
Piecemeal savings are admirable in their 
way, but the axe must be laid at the root 
of the tree, Saorstát Eireann, in present 
circumstances, ought not to spend more 
than £20,000,000 per annum, if as much, 
on Central Fund and Supply Services 
combined.

Every now and then I 
left-my deck-cabin to see how. things were, 
and I had just got back to the cabin after 
my last look out when I felt the ship give

“I. found that she had. struck. -the 
North Stack, but we got off almost imme- 
| diately. Some of the passengers rushed 
on deck to see what was wrong, but there 
was no. excitement or panic of any kind. 
Splendid order prevailed. The crew were 
quietly assuring the passengers-that there, 
was no need to be anxious, and that. they 
were in no danger at all, and the 
passengers accepted the assurances and 
‘waited with the utmost calmness. 

“I have nothing but praise for the 


Scotia. It was all over in a few minutes, 
I had come to the conclusion before the. 
impact. that the engines were going -at 

half-speed, Visibility was extremely bad, 
and the siren was biewn continually.” 


THE HIBERNIA AT 
KINGSTOWN. 


The Hibernia arrived at Kingstown 
shortly before 11 a.m. yesterday, with 460 
mail bags and 120 passengers, amongst 
whom was Mr, T. M. tiealy, ex-Governor- 
General of the Irish.Free State. . 

‘Excitement was caused amongst the 
many people ashore, who were awaiting 
the arrival of the belated mail boat. When, 
as she approached the harbour mouth,; the 
vessel was seen to slow down, turn about 
and.enter the..harbour..stern tives -Xine 
unusual operatic. was later explained by 
the fact that on the port side of the 
Hibernia portion of her -‘‘ rubber,’’ or 
belting, round the side was absent. 

STEAMER UNVER REPAIR. 

"When the Hibernia was suddenly called 
on to replace the damaged Scotia she was 
undergoing repairs, and part of the 
* rubber ’’ on the port side had been re 
moved. The result was that the steamer 
could only moor with her starboard side 
to the pier. At Holyhead the deck parcels 
had been loaded on the starboard side, 
and so their unloading was facilitated. 

Passengers by the Hibernia were full of 
regret because they had missed their 
country connections, but so far as the 
Kingstown-Dublin section of the’ Great 
Southern Railway system was concerned 
everything was in readiness for them at 
the Carlisle Pier, under the supervisiou 
of Inspector Byrne, when the mail’ boat 
came alongside. Passengers were quickly 
got away by rail to Dublin.. Mr. 
O'Driscoll, pier master, had his staff in 
readiness to secure the vessel and dis.. 
charge the baggage and cargo. 

THE HIBERNIA’S PASSENGERS. 

The passengers who had arrived at 
Holyhead in order to travel by the Scotia 
to this side were made comfortable ahoard 
the Hibernia.until she was ready ‘to leave 
at 7.5 a.m.

At the same time the debate—a marked 
feature of which was the balanced and, 
on the whole, sympathetic speech, in which 
Lord Thomson reviewed Lord Trenchard's 
suggestions—was undoubtedly useful.

TRUTH porn WAR. BOOKS 


In a leading article The Times of to-day 
observes :— War novels—good, had, and worse 
tuntbled in: from : the 
publishers, the flood is only now receding 
and showing us what deposit 1¢ has left -upon 
lair pastures. There must be some meaning 
and some good in this unheralded episode «tf 
literary fashion, some movement of convic- 
tion to which it answers, that will appoar 
in time. But its first results are, wun- 
doubtedly, its worst, 

It is testimony to the. sticking-power of 
mud that, twelve years after demobilisation, 
the Army should be appearing before an 
unofficial courtmartial, and that such a 
fantastic charge as that typical British officers 
made the war one long debauch should even 
require the refutation it is receiving. 

The truth about the war books (adds The 
Times) has been concisely and cogently told 
in a pamphiet lately “reviewed in these 
cclumns, entitled ‘The Lie About the War.”’ 
Mr. Douglas Jerrold, the writer, puts his 
finger on the all-important fact that the war 
books are not about the war. They are 
rather accounts of personal experience in 
the war, and personal grievances. against the 
war. From this omission the subsequent per- 
versions, greater or less, inevitably follow. 
There is no perspective. There is even no 
tragedy. Tragedy is noble suffering for 4 
sufficient cause. 


‘WHAT IS FORGOTTEN. 

The war books forget, or ignore, the cause 
and the massive effort 4 endurance of 
either side fall from the heroic to the 
meaningless. Let the present and future see 
to the prevention—which is not the passive 
avoidance—of war. The past in England 
was given the choice between self-sacrifice in 
war and peace with ignominy, and it freely 
chose war. It fought the war íor a purpose 
deéper than’ self; and nobler even than 
peace. True that the past will be betrayed 
if its lesson‘is lost. It is immediate betrayal 
to mock and bespatter it, A man may tura 
back; not with regret or remorse, but with 
hope, to the permanent truth that glows in 
the incandescence of 1914, It is the proof that 
civilisation is worth saving, and has the 
strength to save itself. That a war of four 
years old could not be fought without dis- 
illusionments ‘says nothing, or says no more 
than that strength and fatigue are old 
companions. That it would be fought with- 


out. sacrifice, was not the common expectation 
“of vu who went out, and of those who 


Since it is little more than 
memory can still call 
witnesses ‘Who will not, or cannot,» testify 
themselves. The uniformed men still 
remembered, probably did not give all the 
facts that the war ks have since given 
us. But they have bequeathed the truth, in

reading of the Education Amending Bill, 
The Nationalist members, led by, Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, were present im force, and 
the public galleries were crowded, the 
attendance including a large number ‘of 
clergymen, some of whom were pro- 
minently identified..with the United Pro- 
testant Committee in its demands for an 
amendment of education. 


THE SECOND READING, 

The Parliamentary Secretary “to the 
Minister of Education (Mr. J. H. Robb, 
K.C.) moved the second reading. of. the 
bill, which, he.said, altered: very little 
the policy and‘ basis of the 1925 <Act. 
What they aimed at doing was not to 
strike out in any new direction, but to 
complete as far as they could and to give 
better etfect to the. principles-of the 
administration of education embodied in 
the Act. The original Act contained 111 
sections, and the bill that he was putting 
forward left 1° 2ty-six of these absolutely 
unchanged and untouched. 

The present bill. contained thirty 
clauses, and he was confident that more 
than two-thirds of these. would meet with 
the general approval of the House. There 
were only half a dozen clauses which 
might give rise to much controversy, and 
even in regard, to those he trusted that 
members would recognise that- in dealing 
with the various proposals put forward 
by the Protestant Churches,. on the .ope 
hand, ‘*nd* some representatives of" the 
education authorities, on the other, the 
agree of the bill iad done their Ma 
to steer an even keel, and,“ abóve .all, 
take no > steps which mii cht be erejudicial 
to the interest of education. 


REASONS FOR CHANGE. 

he asked, are we proposing any 
changes? The answe. is bedause we feel 
that our education’ ‘system was not 
receiving its full measuré of support from 
certain classes, and they believe that, by 
alterations in the constitution and powers 
of schools management committees, the 
repre-ontation of transfer rs of schools on

The Catholic children on the rolls of 
the elementary schools number 36.1 per 
cent:, Presbyterians 32.3 per cent., Epis- 
copalians 25.9 per cent., Methodists 5.3 
per cent., and ajl others 2.4 per cent. e 
Catholic children attending. the schools in 
Northern Ireland number 7,593 more than 
the Presbyterians, and were almost 9,000 
more than all the others combined.- 

These figures, Mr. Devlin said, bring 
into startling -relief the monstrous wrong 
you are about to perpetrate and if it 
were in yout power to perpetuate.  Fortu- 
nately, the injustice cannot endure for 


ever. 
EQUAL RIGHTS CLAIMED. 

This was an outrage on every elementary 
idea of honesty, Mr. Devlin declared with 
emphasis. .The Catholics do not in the 
slightest degree object to what you are 
doing for the building, extension, lighting 
and cleaning of schools for Trotestant 
children. They do not object to meet the 
conscientious convictions of Protestant 
parents; they do not oppose the claims 
put forward by their Protestant fellow- 
citizens in this matter, and they do not 
desire to interfere with them in any shape 
or form in the teaching of religion in their 
schools. 

But they do claim, and they claim 
strongly and emphatically and justly, a 
similar right for themselves. They want 
the same provision for the teaching of 
Catholic children in Catholic schools as 
the bill proposes to ‘make for ‘the Pro- 
testant teaching of Protestant children in 
Protestant schools. 

THE NORTHERN PARLIAMENT. 

Having made a strong defence of the 
manageria! system, which, he said, had 
worked well, Mr. Devlin continued :—I can- 
not, indeed, understand why this system that 
acted so well and lasted so long was ever 
set aside, and, on your insistence on the 
egregious four and two committees, you are 
not even consistent. You pay the salaries 
of the teachers in the Catholic school. Why 
then not pay for the schools as well? Your 
attitude is as illogical as it is unjust. It is 
all the more indefensible and deplorable that 
the will of the majcrity should be offensively 
imposed on the aggrieved minority in 
Northern Ireland 

It is remembered that the minority had 
special right conferred on them by the Act 
that set up this Northern Parliament against 
the will of the rest of the nation. This 
Parliament. was. set up, be it remembered, 
not because- ihe minority who were mainly 
settled in this portion of Ulster could claim 
any constitutional privilege, but because of 
their unwillingness to submit to the majority 
of the Irish peoples to attain the position 
which those who are now in the majority in 
this House occupy. There was a couple 
of rebellions caused in Ireland ard a world- 
war, which, I believe, was a direct conse- 
quence of the effect created in Germany by 
the troubles which the leaders of the present 
Government. and their friends provoked in 
this part of Ireland. (Nationalist cries of: 
** Hear, hear.’’) 

Mr. Devlin said that he and his colleagues 
entered that House at the invitation of the 
Prime Minister, who promised them fair 
play. During the four years one amendment 
to any bill had not been conceded. Then, it 
was one of the peculiarities of the situation 
that they had no redress. Were they to con- 
tinne as a minority to submit to this treat- 
ment? ‘By recognising wholly and completely 
their claim the Government, would be render- 
ing a great public service. If they did not 
he would -continue to protest vehemently 
against the great injustice, 

. VISCOUNT CRAIGAVON. 

The Prime “Minister (Viscount Craigavon) 
said that the. Catholic argument against the 
bill seeméd: to be that the Government was 
making “provided and transferred schools 
wholly maintained out of public funds into 
practically Protestant institutions, which 
Catholies could not. conscientiously attend, 
because the “simple Bible teaching '” given 
there was objectionable to them, and the 
teachers: were not appointed by the 
Church: auth@rities, and, that such being 
the case, equity and fair dealing demanded 
that ful building and maintenance grants 
should be given to Catholic voluntary schools, 
and, if this was not conceded, the Govern- 
ment was showing intolerance and bigotry, 
and giving an illegal preference to Protestants 
in educational matters, contrary to the 
provisions of the Government of Ireland Act. 
The reply to this argument might be pat in 
the following manner :—Provided and trans- 
ferred schools are not Protestant institutions; 
so far as ownership and control is concerned, 
they are the property of the education 
authorities—the County and County Borough 
Councils—and their management and control 
is vested in those authorities. The Protestant 
Churches to which the transferred schools 
belonged have had, as a condition of trans- 
fer, to divest themselves of their ownersip 
and contro], and it is wellknown that num- 
bers of Protestant clergymen and ‘ministers 
ot religion felt it a great sacrilice to surrender 
the Church property in these schools to the 
local authorities. 

On the other hand, Catholic voluntary 
schools remain the exclusive property of the 
Catholic Church, and the effective manage- 
nent and control (even under “ Four and 
Two ” Committees) is vested in that Church. 
To build and maintain such schools out of 
public funds would, obviously, be an endow- 
ment of the Church at the expense of the 
Siate, and the Government would, in any 
case, be precluded from doing so by the very 
Act which Catholics think they are now 
entitled to invoke against the Government. 

PROVIDED AND TRANSFERRED 
SCHOOLS. 

To make the provided 
schools safe for Protestant children was 
done by enabiing Protestant parents to 
require the education authority to provide for 
their children Bible instruction of a strictly 
undenominational character, such as Was 
common to the beliefs of all Christian de- 
nominations; by providing, in addition, 
facilities and opportunities for distinctive 
religious teaching - through the voluntary 
agency of the teachers, Protestant clergymen, 
or other persons; approved by the parents, for 
ihe purpose, who were to be given the right of 
entry to the schools by the authorities at 
stated times ‘every. day, and by 
securing, by means of the power 
of initiative, in the appointment of 
teachers conferted on the Scliool Management 
Committees in the Amending Bill, that the 
teachers shall be in harmony with the 
opinions of the former managers and trustees 
and the parents, who actually make use of 
the school. oe 

Now, if the same conditions and circum- 
stances are secured in the case of Catholic 
schools transferred to the educational author'- 
ties, so that these schools are as safe for 
Catholic children after transfer as they are 
for Protestants in the case of schools attended 
by Protestant children, how can it be alleged 
that this system gives a preference to one 
religion more than to the other? 

“He maintained with confidence that u 
Catholics transferred their schools those 
schools would be as secure of being conducted 
on Catholic lines by the authority as 
Protestant schools would be of being con- 
ducted in harmony with the views of Pro- 
testant parents, and if this could be said 
with truth,’ how did the system they were 
setiing up give preference to Protestants? In 
the circumstances that he had’ mentioned, it 
was obviously impossible for the Government 
to give the same grants to voluntary schools 
on the one hand and to provided and trans- 
ferred schools on the other. : Todo so would 
give an obvious and undoubted preference to 
the owners and managers of voluntary schools, 
and this they could not legally do. . But they 
could make liberal’ grants in aid of the pro- 
vision and maintenance of Marge Schools, 
whether Catholic or Protestant, this the 
Government had already done. 


THE ALLEGATIONS OF UNFAIRNESS. 
In reply to. the charge that Northern 
Ireland treats Roman Catholic schools’ and 
Roman Catholic education with intolerance 
and unfairness. the Prime Minister continued 
it may be pointed out that the grants and 
facilities given for these schools are more 
favourable than in Great Britain 
Even in the Free State, I am informed 
Roman Catholic managers do not receive full 
building grants, but only two-thirds.

NEED FOR. EXTENSION

Lady Shaw presided at the quarterly 
meeting of the British Legion (Southern Area) 
and Southern Irish Loyalist Relief Asociation, 
which was held yesterday, at the offices of the 
Association, Merrion square, Dublin, 

The objects of the Association is to pro: 
vide employment for British ex-Servicte men 
for farm, garden and. other purposes, and, in 
furtherance of this: scheme, the committeé 
have secured Jands at “ Roseville,’” ‘Terenure, 
where. a number of British ex-Service men 
are employed, at a standard rate of ‘wages. 

In addition, the Committee have estab- 
lished an ex-Service Men’s Labour Bureau, 
from which fully-trained men in garden-work 
can be secured for occasional or permanent 
work. 

The Honorary Secretary of the Association, 
Major Hamilton, in submitting his quarterly 
report for the period ending the list April 
last, stated that satisfactory progress had 
been made, not only at the garden at “ Rose- 
ville,’’ which, he was sure, would prove a 
profitable undertaking at the end of the year, 
but in carrying out the objects for which the 
scheme was started. 

Major Hamilton explained that he had on 
his books a large number of-ex-Service men 
who were competent to deal with any class 
of work, such as the preparation of gardens, 
the laying out of tennis courts, lawns, and 
all classes of work, and he hoped that people 
throughout the district would avail of the 
services of men on that list, and thereby 
assist men and their families, who had risked 
their lives in the Great War. ety

Counsel understood that Adderley wanted 
to prevent the child going to Mass, and 
that he was anxious that she would go ta 
the Protestant church. On February 2nd 
Adderley took the . child, Kathleen, at a 
quarter to 6, out of the house and brought 
her across to the Rev. ‘Mr. Weir's yard. 
His intention then was, as was subsequently 
proved, to bring her: to the Protestant Ser- 
vice, Mrs. Adderley entered the church, 
and she was struck by her husband, 

She then left the church, erying, and out- 
side the church she met’ her mother, Mrs. 
Keyes ; hór two brothers, and her brether-in- 
law. She went to the vestry door, and inside 
the vestry door she saw her child’ dressed 
in a hat- and coat not belonging to her. 
She stood at the door and asked for the child. 
The Rev. Mr. Weir came to the door, and 
with his open hand pushed her off the step. 
She went back to the vestry door,-which was 
locked at this time, and knocked at the door. 
The door was opened; the Rev. Mr. Weir 
eame out and outside the door he struck her 
with his clenched fist. 

THE DEFENCE.

He, therefore, felt justified in varying that 
order; in fact, in reversing it in so tar as 
it held the assault proved. He held that 
there was no assault by the rev. gentleman, 
and he reversed the order of the District 
Justice without costs. 
Mr. Hughes said that the Rev. Mr. Weir 
did not ask for costs. 
Judge Gleeson adjourned the cases of Mrs. 
Adderley v. William: Adderley to the next 
sittings, and said that he was not to be 
taken as accepting the proposition which was 
put before him that the father was the only 
person having rights in reference to the 
religious upbringing of the children. It was 
not, for him to decide that question; but as 
the matter was mentioned it was no harm to 
state that it was well settled, in reference to 
questions affecting the religion of .an infant, 
that when the religious belieís had been 
settled, as in the case of this child of ten 
yéars of age, the practice of the Courts was 
not to interfere.

THE TOURIST 


METHODS IN IRISH HOTELS, 


Mr. 1. J. W. Kenny, President of the Inish 
Tourist Association, in the course of a letter 
to the Jrish Times says :— 

“You will have noticed in the Associa- 
tion’s annual report, which you published on 
Tuesday, that during the past two years no 
fewer than forty-six of our tourist hotels have 
installed hot and cold. water in every bed- 
room, It may also interest you to learn that 
the proprietors of a large number of these 
have sent their manageressés or have gone 
themselves to France and to Switzerland to 
study the most modern méthods. 

“Tourist hotels cannot fairly be con- 
founded with the. ordinary country commer- 
cial hotel, although even if this latter type 
is taken, it wiil be found that such hotels 
are at least as good as commercial hotels in 
areas of similar population in Great Britain. 
It can also be said that the cuisine of the 
better class Irish hotels compares favourably 
with those in any Continental hotel of 
similar class.” 

Mr. Kenny enclosed a copy of the current 
issue of the Hotel Guide, in which charges 
are set out. Nearly all the hotels in Ireland, 
he states, now publish a price list, andythe 
number of complaints which.the Association 
has received whvre these prices have been 
over-charged are certainly not numerous. 

“ Finally,” he says, “ may I be permitted 
to add that our experieric8 has been that 
very, little good can. be . effected by this 
constant baiting of Irish hotel proprietors, 
especially if the cpitioism be too general, or 
if it be unjust. The Tourist Association 
has come to the conclusion, ‘after six years 
of hard work and. experience, that much 
more useful work can be done by encourag- 
ing the weaker amongst the Rotel and board- 
ihg-house proprietors. to discard “the old 
theory ‘that we are an inferior race, and 
develop the superiority complex, which, I am 
glad to say, our leading hotels have developed 
with very excellent results, on the whole.”

SEASON’S PROSPECTS 
IN ENGLAND. 


há 
AUSTRALIAN VISIT. 

What promises to be an _ exceptionally 
interesting season, and one which may quite 
possibly go down to history as a landmark in 
the game, opens on April 350—four days 
belore important football comes to an end— 
and will continue, with big events following 
one another, until well into September, or 
after football has started again. 

it is of particular note that this year there is a 
visit of an Australian team. The records show us 
that Test matches oe in 1876, when, at Mel- 
bourne, Australia beat the late Jim Lillywhite’s 
cleven; but actually this season should count as 
the jubilee of Test cricket; tor it was in 1880 
when England first put their full stre ngth into the 
field in the one encounter, at the Oval, between 
England and Australia. That is all past history; 
we are at the moment dealing with the future. 

The Australians, who are coming here very 
shortly, are a powerful combination. Their batting, 
fo judge from what was done during the past 
season in Australia, is sure to be strong; their 
liciding, if not up to the standard of some of the 
previous teams, will, at the least, be very good; 
und there seems no reason for believing that the 
bowling will be otherwise than effective, even 
though there is only one left-hander, Hornibrook, 
and nobody of the devastating pace of J. M. 
Gregory and &. A. McDonald. Everyone in this 
country will be keen to see those two brilliant 
young batsmen, Bradman and Jackson, not to 
mention Kippax, Richardson, McCabe, Fairfax and 
a’ Beckett. All of these have whetted desires to 
observe how they will acquit themselves on English 
wickets. Woodfull, the captain, need be under no 
apprehensions that his men will render other than 
a good account of themselves. 

There is, however, no first-rate, left-handed bats- 
man to take the piace of Joe Darling, Ciem Hill, 
or Warren Bardsley. 

Compared with that of four years ago, the pro- 
grammco of matches is not so heavy—thirty-tour 
against forty—but this redretion is due to the 
fact that, for the first time in the history of 
Austraiian tours in England, four days have been 
allotted to each of the first four ‘Test matches, 
and in certain circumstances the concinding one 
will be fonght out irrespective of time. The alloca- 
tion of the extra day is, indeed, a notable de- 
parture from established custom: time alone can 
prove if the experiment is justified. 

(HE COUNTIES. 

The fact remains, however, that this is bound 
to interfere considerably with the county pro- 
gramme, and any county who may be called upon 
to provide two or three of their “best players for 
the representative engagements will be badly hit. 
lí one takes the case of Sussex, one discovers that 
in no fewer than ten of their tweni:-eight com 
mtition games they may be wilttent two. and 
possibly three, of their leading men. Tt ag not 
necessary here to discuss whether in the future, 
with visiting teams in England year after year, 
and likely, m course of time, to ask for five Test 
matches, county authorities will be willing for 
them all to extend «ever four days. 

Still, it is difficult to see what can he done if 
there is a general public demand for international 
Struggles to last so long. Counties nowadays 
usually reap financial benefit from these tours. 
although only when an Australian team is here 
is that benefit of trealiy material proportions. 
With the long county programmes now in force— 
under the present system, each myst play fourteen 
home “and home muatches—the various committees. 
with the large staff of professionals they have 
to engage, find it difficnit to make both ends 
meet. Last year, for instance, very few indeed 
conid point to a balance on the right side. What- 
ever their embarrassments in this way, however. 
a spirit of cheery optimism general'y exists, and, 
as usual, that is the case in regard to the forth- 
coming season. As before, the experiment of the 
bieger wicket and the lee-before rule will again 
be adopted, but the Australians will have none 
of this nntil after the rubber has been decided. 
The new method of scoring tried last year 
apparently met with weneral satisfaction as being 
simpler than most of the former systems, anu 
is again bhronght into use. Under the new

THRIVING EARLY LAMBS. 


THE IRISH FARMERS’ | 
POVERTY, 


SOME ** HOWS * AND ** WHYS.”’ 
Toe months ago on this page we sug- 


gested that Ireland was overfarmed 

in the sense of having too large an agri- 
cultural population. This view has received 
striking confirmation from the issue of ‘*‘ The 
Agricultural’ Output of Saorstat Eireann. 
1926-27,” compiled by the’ Statistics Branch, 
Department of Industry and Commerce, an 
excellent piece of work,such as we have’ come 
to expect from Mr. Hooper and his expert 
staff, by which light is thrown on this root 
problem of our national well-being. More, 
indeed, is needed before the full re- 
sults of the work so far done can 
be completely examined, but there is 
enough in this 50-page pamphlet to 
employ the brains and pens of those Irish pub- 
licists to whom the country’s prosperity mat- 
ters, Itis too readily assumed without an exa- 
mination of relevant existing data that ‘‘the 
country is well enough off’’—‘if only,” says 
one group, ‘‘the idle rich are forced to 
work,” ‘‘or if,’’ reply others, “ the thrift- 
less poor could be taught to save.” Equally 
hasty is the opposite generalisation, that 
“the country is going to the dogs, almost 
bankrupt, and altogether doomed. Here are 
new, valuable, and in some respects grave 
facts. If less sensational than crude general- 
isings, they are serious enough to demand 
urgent consideration. 


How Poor Is the Average Farmer? 

In this pamphlet it is stated that the 
average remuneration to farmers and labourers 
in the Irish Free State (rent apart) averages 
about £88 per annum per worker; and this is 
compared with the remuneration to industrial 
workers, which is estimated (rent being in- 
cluded) at £131 per annum. These are both 
startling conclusions, but although the reason- 
ing is cogent we are not quite convinced 
that the facts for farming are quite as bad as 
all that. It is true that, as is pointed out, 
the gross “‘reward”™ to farming. is a little 
better than it seems; for before working it out 
the statisticians have deducted the amounts ex- 
pended in land annuities, rents, and rates and 
business outlay (foodstuffs, fertilisers, seeds, 
machinery, etc.), so that the farmers’ 
remuneration is net, whilst the artisans’, 
which, it wilt be noted, is, roughly, 50s, a 
week, against the farmers’ 54s. (or 50 per 
cent, a higher wage), is gross. But in com- 
puting the farmer’s wage, account is taken 
of the fact that about 60 per cent. of his 
produce is sold in the towns and cities—44 
per cent. in Great Britain and, say, 16 per 
cent. here—and that the remaining 40 per 
cent., which is consumed on the farm or in 
rural areas, is calculated (for the purpose of 
these statistics) as if it had fetched city 
prices. 

The farmer’s position is thus apparently 
worse than the city labourers, Eveu if the 
cost of his rent, rates, and “tools ” (which, 
of course, must be paid for out of the total 
value of the sold or locally-consumed output 
of the farm) are taken into the account, his 
income before these have been paid for 1s 
only £101 per annum—say, £2 a week, or 20 
per cent. below the labourer’s. 


Who Is the Average Farmer? 

A doubt whether our farming is actually 
carried on at so low a “ wage” as this 
having assailed us, we have considered the 
figures in various aspects; and although we 
are satisfied of their substantial accuracy, we 
think them susceptible of a slightly more 
favourable interpretation, They include, of 
course, the payments to hired agricujtural 
workers, who form about a fifth of the whole ; 
but this payment would seem, at first sight, 
to be little less than the farmer with average 
income receives. If labour is paid 50s. a 
week, there is little margin.out of £88 per 
annum for both farmer and labourer to bring 
up the -total remuneration for the former. 
But the question arises: who is this 
“ average” farmer? Does he really exist, or 
is he, like ‘‘ the economic man,” that figment 
of the statisticians, a lay figure on whom 
one or another new academic theory may be

harmlessly “ tried on? 


Do all Labourers Earn a Full Wage? 


The question may be Jooked at from more 
than one angle. ‘We presume Mr. Hooper 
arrives at his average of £88 by taking the 
total of “farmers and relatives assisting ”’ 
and “other agricultural occupations” shown 
in the second volume of the Census Statistics, 
1926, as 672,129, and _ dividing them 
‘nto. his net output figure of £673 
millions... He also points out. that 
about £23,071,000 of their net output 1s con- 
sumed by “ the agricultural community... . 
living outside the towus and villages,’ cal- 
culated to be 1,815,496 persons. If all these 
persons were depending on farming alone the 
allowance for subsistence per capita would 
work out at less than fifteen shillings a week, 
and enly then on the assumption that their 
home farm produce was taken into the calcu- 
tion at city ‘values. This situation can to 
some extent be checked by an earlier volume 
of the Department, of Industry and Commerce, 
the ‘* Agricultural Statistics, 1847-26, which 
may help us to track down the “ average 
farmer. The 1912 statistics showed that out 
of about 220,000 agritultural labourers about 
94.000 were under 18, about 80,000 were only 
temporarily employed, ansl over 20,000 were 
women. These cannot, of course, have been 
drawing a sum approaching £88 a year each. 
We have not got the similar figures for 1926, 
but it would be a reasonable estimate to 
assume that not, more than three-fourths— 
possibly not much over half—of the full agri- 
cultural wages were drawn by the 140,000 
workers, included in that year’s statistics. 


What Does the Average Farmer 
Earn? 


Whatever.the correct. definition of the aver- 
age farmer, we know that he is neither “a 
temporary labourer’ nor “a permanent, 
labourer uhder 18.” Our problem is to ascer- 
tain whether “a full sized’’ farmer doing a 
‘full «sized job ” under average conditions 
(e.g., on a 30-40 acre holding) is only receiv- 
ing £88 a vear,. when rent; -etc,, are first 
deducted. There is one ‘clue we may con- 
sider. Though the number of farmers and 
farm workers in 1926 was about 670,000, 
the number of holdings in 1917 was 
443,406. The number for 1926 is unknown, 
but it cannot have been nearly as high as 
the number of “farmers and relatives 
assisting,” in 1926, 533,025. It seems, too, 
that the agricultural output must have been 
done under the direction of owners or tenants, 
who probably did not exceed ,000. 
lf we even take 500,000, it will be seen 
that the average income from farm 
(before rent rates, etc., are paid, and not 
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MACHINES THAT HELP | 
FARMERS 


TRACTORS AND MILKERS. 


(From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
IKE many others engaged largely in 
# dairy farming, Mr. John Fahy, Mount 
tuby, Mallow, has experienced dhfh- 
culty in securing milkers and getting them 
to attend to their duties seven days in the 
week, and for that reason he has installed 
a Gascoigne milking machine, which is prov- 
ing satisfactory. Jn this case, twenty-six 
cows can be milked in three-quarters of an 
hour, and the machine requires virtually no 
attention. Jt is worked by a 24 h.p. Crossley 
oil engine, which at the same time pumps 
water and slices turnips in an adjoining shed. 
A more powerful engine is used for working 
the threshing machine, and other plant on 
the premises. A Fordson tractor has proved 
invaluable as a standby in the case of a 
stoppage by the larger oil engine. It has also 
proved its usefulness by enabling Mr. Fahy to 
rush necessary tillage operations in the brief 
dry periods which have occurred during the 
recent prolonged spell of wet weather. With- 
out this tractor, Mr. Fahy tells me, tillage 
operations on his farm would now be very 
backward, indeed. As it is, they are amongst 
the most forward in the country. 


Home Produce and Seed 

Mr. Fahy is an extensive tillage farmer. 
and, except what he sells as seed grain and 
seed potatoes, feeds all his produce to cattle 
and pigs. In this way, he gets the utmost 
value from his crops. He makes special grain 
mixtures for fattening cattle, dairy stock and 
pigs, and follows a definite system of ration- 
ing. ‘The value of this he is able to check in 
his dairy from the milk records which he 
keeps, while for the disposal of his fat stock 
he makes profitable use of the outlet afforded 
by the Cork Farmers’ Union Abattoir. Most 
of the milk is sent to Mallow Creamery. In 
this way, as well as in others, full advantage 
is taken of the policy of co-operation. 

The Cork Abattoir, as Mr. Fahy pointed! 
out to me, has proved extremely valuable, 
not only in ensuring a market for stock be. 
longing to members of the Cork Farmers’ 
Union, but for steadying prices. On that 
account he believes that the proposed 
national abattoir on the Severn would prove 
a boon to stock-breeders. 

On a former occasion I referred to what 
Mr. Fahy has done in regard to intensive 
or rotational grazing, and now I find that 
his belief in this system of stock-feeding is 
stronger than ever. Experience has shown 
him, however, that the cost of the necessary 
fertilisers can be reduced by omitting the 
summer-time top dressings. Early and late 
dressings are found to prove of exceptional 
values for extending the grazing season. 


Value of Electricity, 

Speaking of the objection of agricultural 
labourers to seven days’ work, such as milk 
ing entails, Mr. Fahy expressed the view that 
in a short time it would be difficult to 
retain labour on the farm, unless the worker 
was standing over a machine. On his own 
farm, labour-saving methods are adopted as 
far as possible, and Mr. Fahy 1s only waiting 
for the time when he can make use of electric 
power from the Shannon. Along with other 
farmers in his district, Mr, Fahy has applied 
to the Electricity Supply Board for a supply 
of electricity, but it is understood that this 
will not be available for some time, In Mr. 
Fahy’s opinion, the best way to encourage 
the use of electricity on farms is to spread 
the cost over a considerable number of years. 
Then the farmer will be able to work his 
machinery, light his home, his barns, and 
his cattle-sheds by electricity without having 
to sink too much capital into fittings.

WILL WHEAT PRICES FALL? 


EVIEWING the world’s wheat posi- 
R tion, it would appear that unless a 
larger import demand develops in sub- 
sequent months, or any of the new crops 
suffers serious damage, prices may be ex- 
pected to turther decline. a 
Continental imports fel) from 128 million 
ewt, in the first six months of the 1929-50 
season to 71 million ewt. in the past six 
months, a decrease of 45 per cent. 
This may be attributed to the fact that 
cereal crops generally were good. 
In addition, it must be remembered that 


in a number of Continental countries mea- 


sures have been’ adopted, or are contem- 
plated, with the object of reducing imports 
of wheat. As regards exporting .countries, 
sellers in the United States and Canada 
would seem to have been adopting a holding 
policy, presumably. in the belief that an im- 
proved demand is likely to develop in the 
later mionths of the season, with as a conse- 
quence higher prices. At the moment, how- 
ever, there are no particular signs of an in- 


creased demand, and stocks in North America. 


remain at a high level. 

In the present season the total supply. 
i.e., crop plus carry-over, would seem to he 
at, least 2,000 million cwt., or more than suffi. 
cient to meet a consumptive demand even on 
last season’s scale. and to provide a fair 
carry-over into 1930-31. The Food Research 
Institute of Stanford University estimate 
that ‘the probable stocks of old wheat on 
Ist Aucust next will he above the average. 
although well below those of Ist August, 
1929.

HOW TO IMPROVE LAND. | 


WNERS of land in flooded areas, and 
also the unemployed, should derive | 


great benefit from the operation of the 
Arterial Drainage (Minor Scliemes] “Act, 1928. 
The main purpose of this Act is to enable 
County Councils to carry out drainage schemes 
within the county, the estimated cost ol 
which does not exceed £1,000, and where a 
proposed scheme affects two or more counties 
it is carried by a joint committee from such 
County Councils. 

Any three or more rated occupiers of lands 
liable to be flooded may at any time within 
five years after the passing of the Act send a 
petition to the County Council to have a 
drainage scheme carried out. It is then the 
duty ‘of the County Council to refer such a 
petition to their county surveyor, or any other 
qualified engineer which the Counml may 
nominate, and the engineer's report 1s to be 
considered at a meeting eí the County Coun- 
cil, who have power to reject or approve of 
such a petition. 


Estimating the Cost. 

Having approved of a scheme the County 
Council request their drainage engineer to 
make an estimate of the cost of carrying: it 
oút. and also an estimate of the total area of 
lands which will benefit by the works included 
in his estimate. His report will mdicate if 
the proposal is worth further consideration. 
If: it is, the proposal is referred to a ‘dand 
valuer. His work is really very important, 
because the underlying principle of the 
Arterial Drainage Acts 1s that the owners of 
benefited land should contribute towards the 
repayment of the capital outlay according to 
the increased value of their lands resulting 
from the drainage works. The Jand valuer 
has to decide what lands are benefited, the 
extent of such benefit, the area of such lands, 
and the amount of improvement on each 
occupier's land. Each owner of benefited land 
is informed of the area of his land estimated 
to benefit, and the estimated amount of such 


‘benefit. 


Owners will.then be given an opportunity. 
of agreeing or objecting to the - proposed 
scheme. 
Councils should be satisfied that the owners 
of lands to be benefited approve of the pro- 
posed drainage rate before the works are 
carried out. This will save considerable 
{rouble afterwards.
